AN INTERESTING DISCOVERY IN A 
FRENCH ‘ CAYE.

. Some interesting detaila of the discovery MrE.R. Fate 


of prehiatoric human remains that was 
mado in Fratice about three weoka ago 
have bedn given to the Journal der Débats.” 
Tho scence of the discovery, a" cave 
close to the little town of Nant, 
is in Central -Fra-ce. Tho district 
ia ond of "granite mountains and cal- 
careous rock, in which traces of..volcanic 
origin abound ; and for the purposes of the 
farmer it is one of tho poorest parts of the 
country. The.cave, which was discovered 
uite by accidont, is one in which stalactites 
abound ;.and within it were found, scattered 
about in disorder, thirty human. skeletons, 
ulmost hidden. by the deposit of chalky 
soi] that had accumulated bore them. 

Tho discovery led to further investiga- 
tions, and spadework a fow feet within the 
ontry disclosed more skeletons—hundreds 
of them. Tho skulls and the thigh-bones 
wore in a better state of preservation than 
the other bones, and the length of tho 
thigh-bones made it ovident that, the re- 
mains were those-of a _raco of fine physique 
and of great height. The ‘thickness 
and the elongated shape nf some of 
the skulls, the projection of the upper 
maxillary, the prominent cheekbones, and 
the. breadth and shallowness of the face, 
suggosted that their owners had all the 
characteristics of the dolichocophaldus, man 
of the qaaterdary era; but tho majority 
were not of this description. The cave 
was about forty fect deep, and its roof, 
oval in.shape, was almost horizontal. At 
the ‘farther end there war a alight oxcava- 
tion, in which feagmenta of black 
pottery were found; the, floor was 
of alate, worn smooth and crum-

The bodies, it is 
thought, may have been thrown into ‘the 
cave in disorder after some battle. 

Even this estimate, of course, would 
make ‘the skeletons quita three centirics 
old at the begipning of the Christian ers, 
snd the use of the cave for burial (popares 
dutes back considerably more thao tro, 
thousand years; and the. msjority of the 
skeletons, of course, are modora compared 
with the older. onbs and the fragments of 
human skulls foucd among the depovite in 
the cave.
